Pope Urges 
Women’s Aid 
For Peace 


Tells Them They Must 
Restore Honor Of Their 
Place In The Home 


Vatican City.—Pope Pius XII ex- 
horted 1,000 Italian Catholic women 
in a general audience recently to 
participate actively in the nation’s 
political life but warned them to 
reject totalitarian systems which 
“dangle marvelous promises” be- 
fore their eyes. 

In his address, broadcast by the 
Vatican radio, the Pontiff question- 
ed whether a woman can “hope for 
her real well-being from a regime 
dominated by capitalism ” 

He declared that the watchword 
of women today must be “to restore 
as far as possible the honor of a 
woman’s and a mother’s place in 
the home.” |

that Hitler had confessed his in- 
tense admiration for the Roman 
Church and that Mussolini had rec- 
oncited himself with the Papacy 
through the Conciliation in order 
to give the Papacy a chance to live 
comfortably for the rest of its days. 


Furthermore, the Churchman’s 
Magazine said, “Papal friends” 
should remember that Marshall Pe- 
tain is a Catholic, that the Vichy 
regime was blessed by the Pope, 
that the late French Premier 
Clemenceau had said of General 
Maxime Weygand that he was “full 
of priests up to his neck,” and that 
Prime Ministers Eamon de Valera 
of Eire, and Salazar of Portugal 
had sent condolences on the death 
of Adolph Hitler. 


In conclusion, the London maga- 
zine said: “Our Papist friends have 
been defeated. We must strive to 
keep the ever-active political agents 
of the Vatican away from the peace 
negotiations.” 


In refuting these charges, Osser- 
vatore Romano declares it to be 
hardly necessary to point out that 
Hitler, Mussolini, et al, were what 
they were, not because they were 
Catholics but precisely because they 
had given up Catholicism. The edi- 
torial then points out that admira- 
tion for the Catholic Church was 
professed not only by Hitler but 
also by Lenin and by the “Defender

The document, which has just be- 
come available in this country, is a 
memorandum submitted by the 
Papal Secretary of State to the 
German Ambassader at the Vatican 
on July 10, 1939, less than two 
months before Hitler’s attack on 
Poland provoked World War II. 
Presenting a factual catalogue of 
restrictions, suppressions and limi- 
tations, of seizures, sequestrations 
and acts of sacrilegivus violence, 
the memorandum serves to clarify 
the position of the Church during 
the crucial months before the out- 
break of the war. 

The list of these acts of persecu- 
tion, embracing incidents in all sec- 
tions of the “Greater Reich,” 
proves beyond doubt, if any fur- 
ther proof were needed, that the 
nazi war on the Church did not 
consist of individual acts of over- 
zealous “gauleiters” 
well-organized campaign under 
central direction. It deliberately 
aimed at de-Christianizing Ger- 
many by curbing religion in schools 
and by depriving the Church and 
her institutions of their material 
foundations. 


Enumerates Acts of Oppression 
The memorandum, headed “Some 
of the Main Decrees and Acts Di- 
rected Against the Catholic Church 
in Germany in Recent Months,” 
lists in two sections measures of a 
more or less general character, and 
individual instances of opposition 
to the Church. 

Among the general measures, the 
memorandum mentions decrees is- 
sued in Prussia, Bavaria and Aus- 
tria for the purpuse of removing 
any trace of religious teaching 
from denominational secondary 
schools, and its substitution by the 
teaching of the so-called national 
socialist “Weltanschauung” (View 
of the world). It cites the dissolu- 
tion of Catholic societies, particu- 
larly those of a charitable charac- 
ter, and the seizure of their pro- 
perty for the benefit of the nazi 
welfare organizations. 

Quoting from an official decree 
issued in Vienna on June 1, 1939, 
the memorandum points out that 
under that order “priests are to be

“It may be added,” the document 
says, “that lay teachers of religion 
not infrequently make use of the 
very school room to combat reli- 
gion itself.”

Lafayette— The 80th “Blue 
Ridge” Division’s fourth Congres- 
sional Medal of Honor has been 
awarded with the War Depart- 
ment’s announcement that Ameri- 
ca’s highest military decoration 
has been posthumously conferred 
upon:‘a 318th Infantry Platoon 
leader, the late 2nd Lt. Harry J. 
Michael, of Milford, Ind.

of the “Blue Ridge” Hoosier hero 
in.

Heroic Hours 

Youthful Lt. Michael’s heroic 
action was a 30 hour epic of bril- 
liant leadership, devotion to duty 
and self-sacrifice from the early 
morning hours of March 13th, 
when his L Co. platoon jumped 
off to spearhead the assault into 
the Siegfried Line west of St. 
Wedel until he was slain by a 
Nazi sniper, whom he single-hand- 
ed sought to track down and des- 
troy. In little more than a day 
the intrepid officer who had join- 
ed the “Blue Ridge” Division as 
a reinforcement but a few weeks 
before, became one of the immor- 
tals of World War II by leading 
his devoted platoon in seizing their 
objectives and capturing, killing 
or wounding 85 Wehrmachtmen,

} 
N most Christian churches Bap- 
tism is regarded as a ceremony 
of initiation into the religious or- 
ganization, or a symbol of one’s 
accepting Christ as His Savior. It 
is not regarded, except by the 
Orthodox and some sections of the 
Anglican and Lutheran Churches, 
as a new birth of the soul into 
a new, supernatural and divine or- 
der, as Catholics hold. 


The soul of each human being 
is created by God equally perfect 
in the natural order, and if it 
were not elevated by some divinely 
instituted rite to a higher order, 
it could never reach a destiny 
above the natural. 


There is, therefore, a difference, 
almost infinite, between a baptized 
and an unbaptized person. In the 
second birth the soul, through Bap- 
tism, is elevated to a divine or- 
der, and because of that effect 
only could it hope to attain a 
divine destiny, which is nothing 
else than everlasting bliss with 
God in His own heavenly home. 
You hardly need to be told that 
God does not live in the human 
order, but in one which befits a 
God. When the Son of God united 
His divinity to our humanity in 
order that he might through that 
humanity, atone for mankind’s sin, 
He made possible man’s restora- 
tion to the condition enjoyed by 
Adam before his fall. Adam’s 
soul was created in the supernat. 
ural order, but he lost it by sin 
in which everyone, who inherited 
his human nature, participated. 
This supernatural life evidently 
was a “gift” because no human be. 
ing could conceivably have had a 
right to it, 

We have noted that the Re- 
demption by Christ made it “pose 
sible” for the human being to re- 
cover the gift which God would 
have given to all children of Adam 
had he, the proto-parent, not for. 
feited it for himself and his des- 
cendants. 
According to the plan of God 
the merits of Christ were to be 
applied to the individual by divine 
ly instituted means called “Sacra- 
ments.” They were applied the 
first time through Baptism, 
through which God adopts the son 
of man as His own child, and be- 
cause he becomes God’s child the 
infinite riches of God in Heaven 
L2come His inheritance, if He re- 
mains a devoted child.

Because Christ was God He was 
Truth itself and therefore, no 
teaching which goes counter to the 
doctrine He taught, and no conduct 
of man that is counter to the Code 
of Morals He promulgated, can be 
true or right. 

People speak of the “reform” of 
His religion; they speak of. the 
“new morality.” Because these 
are “new” in relation to Christ’s 
doctrine and moral code, they can- 
not be true. Any movement directed 
against the religion Christ estab- 
lished, is evidently a departure from 
the truth. 


If Christ was the Truth, then He 
was just as certain of the correct- 
ness of His teaching as any scient- 
ist is of a fact in the physical or- 
der that has been clearly demon- 
strated. On this principle any one 
who is not with Christ is against 
Him, and anyone who gathers not 
with Him scatters (Matt. XII, 30). 
On this principle any organization, 
which is set up as a substitute for 
the Church which Christ founded 
and commissioned His Apostles to 
establish, must be both new and 
erroneous. On this principle any 
modern substitute for Christ’s Code 
governing marriage, divorce, edu- 
cation, is to be repudiated, whether 
the “new” teachings appeal to the 
tastes and inclinations of the ma- 
jority or not.

CONTINUED failure of the Chicago Cubs to win a world’s 
championship is one of the minor paradoxes of major 


league baseball. 
League pennant seven times 


A team good enough to win the National 


in the past 35 years—not a 


particularly impressive record, to be sure—would be good 
enqugh, you’d think, to win at least its fair share of world’s 


titles in that time, but not the Cubs.?— 


As a matter of fact, the Chicago- 
ans have appeared in a total of 10 
world’s series in the past 39 years, 
and have won only two of them. It’s 
a most unusual record, any way 
you look at it. 

Maybe the Cubs’ world series 
“jinx” started with the first one 
in which they played, in 1906, when 
they were the victims in the most 
startling upset—with the possible 
exception of the games of 1914—in 
the history of world series play. 
That was the year that the Cubs 
broke all major league records for 
winning games when they finished 
on top 116 times and lost only 36 
for the almost unbelievable average 
of .763. 

Their crosstown rivals, the Chi- 
cago White Sox; won the Ameri- 
can League pennant that year 
after a hard battle and became 
knewn as the “Hitless Wonders,” 
because the’ late Frank Isbell, 
with an average of something like 
.275, was their leading hitter. The 
Cubs, with great hitters, great 
pitchers and a great all-around 
fielding team, were overwhelm- 
ing favorites to defeat the White 
Sex in the world’s series, but 
were beaten, four games to two, 
to the great consternation of one 
and all except the South Side fans 
of Chicago. 

Then, in 1907 and 1908, the 
Cubs defeated the Detroit Tigers 
for the world’s title, the Tigers 
winning only one game from 
them in two years. Although the 
Cubs were to get seven more 
chances to win the championship 
in the next 35 years, they were 
not to win a world’s flag in all 
that time. | | 

In 1910, the Cubs lost to the 
Philadelphia Athletics; in 1918, they 
lost to the Boston Red Sox; in 1929, 
the Athletics beat them again; the 
Yankees whipped them four 
straight times in 1932; the. Detroit 
Tigers won from them in six games 
in 1935; the Yankees licked them 
four straight again in 1938, and 
now the Tigers have beaten them 
again. 

On the other hand, the Cubs 
are the only team the Tigers have 

been able to beat for the cham- 
piorship in five tries since the 
Cubs won their last title from 
the Tigers in 1908. The follow-

There is a growing feeling among 
those who follow professional foot- 
ball that the National Fodtball 
League, of which Elmer Layden is

The National League 
couldn’t kick much about that, be- 
cause, after all, it did not have 
the players under contract. 

the A-A, miffed by what 
it considered an “insult,” at the 
hands of President Layden when 
he said, upon being asked for a 
conference in which to get things 
straightened out between the two 
leagues, that the A-A should “go 
get a football first,” started raid- 
ing the ranks of its rival. Men 
who had been playing in the 
National League, or who had 
committments in that direction, 
were “stolen” from the older 
league by offers of more money 
to operate in the neW league. 
Naturally, the National League 
doesn’t like that, and the fight is 
on. 
Where it will lead to, or where 
it will end, no one can tell at 
this time, but there appears to 
be plenty of capital in the new 
league to back up its offers and 
claims, and it could be that the 
long-established National League 
is in for a reat knockdown, drag- 
out fight. 

It is a well known fact that most 
clubs in the National League have 
been consistent financial losers over 
the years; some of them have never 
made any money. The Chicago 
Bears, New York Giants, Green 
Bay Packers and Washington Red- 
skins have been consistently in the 
black, after many lean years when 
the league first started operations 
following the other World War. 
The Detroit Lions, in their winning 
days, made money, but I don’t be- 
lieve the Chicago Cardinals, or the 
Cleveland, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia 
or Brooklyn teams have ever fin-

Halloween

Hallowe’en is a spooky time. You 
can remind every one of this by 
getting out spooky invitations.

U. §. Bishops’ Warning On Rise 
Of Isolationism Seen Confirmed 
By Latest International Trends 


Russia’s Steady Drift Toward ‘Sphere Of Influence’ 
Policy Found Promoting In U. S. Tendency To 
lsolationism Fostered By Disillusionment

Washington, Oct. 22.—(NC)—Recent developments on 
the international scene have forcefully recalled some obser- 
vations made by the Bishops of the Administrative Board of 
the National Catholic Welfare Conference last April, when 


World War II was still being 


fought in Europe and in Asia. 


Present-day happenings stamp the Bishops’ statement of six 


months ago as a document of amaz- 
ing perception and almost prophetic 
vision. 

Particularly notable, in the light 
of what has happened, is the re- 
minder given by the Bishops that 
isolationism can express itself in 
several different ways. The Bish- 
ops pointed out that isolationism 
ean be “masked in the setting up 
of a sphere of influence in which a 
great nation surrounds itself with 
weak puppet states.” Many peo- 
ple had not previously thought of 
“isolationism” in that light. The 
term had been almost exclusively 
used to devote a sentiment in the 
United States to abstain from 
foreign affairs. 


But what the Bishops said is per- 
fectly true, and recent develop- 
ments indicate that Russia is going 
in for a brand of isolationism—and 
in a big way. 

General Eisenhower in his report 
for August on the Allies’ occupation 
of Germany declared that the Ger- 
man municipal administration of 
Berlin is dominated by Communists. 
He said they are “native Commu- 
nists,” but his observation that a 
free and untrammeled election 
would sweep them out of office 
makes it amply clear that they are 
backed by Moscow. Appeals to the 
western Allies to interest them- 
selves in affairs in southeastern 
Europe assert that persecuted 
groups in that area may have to 
turn to Soviet Russia for protec- 
tion, and that Russia might well 
hear their appeal. This would mean 
that Russia would “take over” for 
their protection. The unwillingness 
of Russia to have the other Allies 
supervise the elections in the Bal- 
kans points to the Soviet determi- 
nation to make this part of the 


world a section in its sphere of in- 
fluence.

The belief is that Russia feels such 
sentiment can be made so strong 
as to force American officials to 
withdraw from Europe, leaving the 
Soviet Government a virtual lone 
hand on the Continent. 

We have then this phenomenon: 
An obvious and deliberate form of 
isolationism, based on the sphere 
of influence mentality, is being de- 
veloped by one of the world’s great 
powers. An effect of this activity 
is the revival and building up in 
another world power, the United 
States, of an isolationism based on 
abstentionism. The net result is 
the division of the world into two 
great camps of isolationism—be- 
cause the two greatest powers in 
the world will have sealed them- 
selves off. For the world as a whole 
this spells inevitable chaos and dis- 
aster. 

But the whole picture is not one 
of inescapable frustration. The 
same Bishops’ statement that 
sounded a warning against that 
which now threatens also counseled 
against despair. It said that “with 
honest good-will in all the victors” 
the long-desired collaboration be- 
tween nations can be brought about 
and a new era of international re- 
lations introduced. However, “if 
any one of them refuses it full 
support,” the Bishops declared, “we 
shall witness the tragedy, so often 
recorded in history, of a glorious 
martial victory largely nullified by 
sheer political expediency.” 

“A sound world organization is 
not a Utopian dream,” the Bishops 
said. “To yield to the fear that this 
thing cannot be done is defeatism,” 
they added. “In nations, as well as 
in individuals, we must indeed face 
the fact of human weakness, but 
we must face it to conquer it; we 
must not accept it in a spirit of 
paralyzing fatalism. An oppor- 
tunity is here, as in every world 
crisis, to begin a new era of genu- 
ine progress in the community of 
nations.”

1920 forced priests and faithful 
to live in districts where no Cath- 
olic had ever been seen. 


“Of course, they are not free 
to propagate their religion, even 
through simple conversations,’ the 
Cardinal explained, ‘‘but they are 
indeed free to enlighten the peo- 
ple by their patience and through 
the sufferings they are bearing as 
Catholics.’ 


Discussing. the interest shown 
by Russian soldiers in religious 
matters, the Cardinal is quoted as 
saying: ‘‘Are these Soviet citi- 
zens thereby preparing themselves 
spiritually for a new spirit of tol- 
erance, which would be a preli- 
minary status leading to a recon- 
cilation between the followers of 
St. Viadimir and the followers of 
Péter? Or else, is God intending 
to send to Russia a Russian New- 
man? The future is God’s secret.’

Bus Law Aiding

Pupils Upheld 


New Jersey Tribunal 
Of Last Resort Says 
It’s Constitutional 


Trenton, Oct. 22 —(NC)—New 
Jersey’s tribunal of last resort, the 
Court of Errors and Appeals, has 


upheld the constitutionality of the 
1941 school bus law requiring 
boards of education to provide the 
same transportation facilities to 
parochial and other non-public 
school pupils as are afforded to 
students of public schools. The 
statute was upheld by a vote of 
6 to 3. 

The constitutionality of the law 
was attacked by A. R. Everson, 
executive vice president of the New 
Jersey Taxpayers Association, who 
sued as an individual resident of 
Ewing Township. He charged 
that the law violated five provis- 
ions of the State Constitution, in- 
cluding one which bans the use 
of public funds for private pur- 
poses. He was joined in the suit 
by the American Civil Liberties 

nion, which contended that the 
law violated the doctrine of the 
separation of Church and State. 


Chancellor Luther A. Campbell, 
who wrote the majority opinion, 
asserted that it was the intent of 
the law that pupils may be trans- 
ported to parochial schools only 
as an incident to the transporta- 
tion of pupils to public schools. 
According to this construction, the 
Chancellor contended, parochial 
school pupils merely were sharing 
privileges already orovided for 
pupils of public schools.

Telling women that “your entry 
into public life came about sudden- 
ly as a result of social upheavals 
which we see around us.”

“The fate of the family, the fate 
of human relations are at stake 
They are in your hands. Every wo- 
man has then, mark it well, the 
obligation, the strict obligation in 
conscience, not to absent herself, 
but to go into action in a manner 
and way suitable to the condition of 
each, so as to hoid back those cur- 
rents which threaten the home, so 
as to oppose these doctrines which 
undermine its foundation, so as te 
prepare, organize and achieve its 
restoration.” 

The Holy Father said, however, 
that what woman “does not under- 
stand and cannot” is that by poli- 
tics “is meant the domination by 
one class of others” and the striv- 
ing for more extensive economie 
and national empire. 

Woman knows, he added, that 
such policy leads to open or hidden 
civil war, accumulation of arma- 
ments and constant danger of war,

—Or Not 


Of course every parish where it 
is at all possible will wish to have 
some kind of parish dramatic ac- 
tivity. This activity may take 
forms of many kinds. In some 
parishes it will consist of an out 
and out dramatic club giving a reg- 
ular schedule of plays. In others 
it will consist of the performances 
by the school children, married la- 
dies, choir or other groups, usually 
effered for frankly finarcial rea- 
eons. Other parishes find their dra- 
matic programs in and_ through 
their youth organizations. Even 
here the type of work may vary 
from complete little theatre activ- 
ity to casual performance prepared 
for occasions such as Armistice 
or Mother’s Day. 


With reference to all of this, let’s 
*y in the clear immediately: There 

no right and wrong way of or- 
ganizing parish dramatics Rather 
this activity should be organized to 
fill parish. needs according to par- 
ish resources. 


Let’s face facts. Once upon a 
time within memory of the writer's 
childhood, people were much more 
dependent on parish efforts for 
their dramatic recreation than they 
are now. But the growth of com- 
mercial amusement and its increas- 
ed accessibility have not altered a 
few facts. 1. Dramatics are still 
more fun for the participants than 
for the spectators. 2. There are still 
some phases of the drama in which 
the commercial theatre has a tough 
time beating the parish stage. 3. 
The parish theatre can have a live- 
ly and valuable existence, even 
when its dctivity does not result in 
financial gain. 


Let’s look at the second of these. 
The parish stage can simultaneous- 
ly perform a fine and dramatic 
function through religious plays. It 
can offer these without apology be- 
cause in the presence of the simple 
sincerity of the local participants 
a lot of Hollywood artificiality 
looks cheap. . 2 


Then, too—looking at the first 
and third phases—the parish stage 
can organize itself for other pur- 
poses than the mere raising of 
money for good parish causes. Par- 
ish athletics have been largely free 
from the dollar and cents motive 
and teams have been sponsored be- 
cause it was felt that the playing 
was good for the players. Drama- 
tics to a larger degree than in the 

ast should have a similar reason 
or being. If a play is sold for 
money then people have a right to 
expect their money’s worth and 
the most expert actors and assist- 
ing artists should be employed. 
When a play, however, is not pro- 
duced for revenue, and perhaps not 
even for a general audience, then 
a different yardstick can and 
should be used to determine parti- 
cipation namely, who needs this 
training, this outiet, this contact 
the most? 

Probably the latter non-commer- 
cial new point is the better basis 
for organizing CYO parish drama- 
tics. Let there be a dramatics 

oup that meets to work creative- 
fy with drama, produces many inti- 
mate productions with everybody

Notre Dame 
Seeks To Break 
lowa “Jinx” 


Notre Dame.—Cvach Hugh De- 
vore’s undefeated Notre Dame elev.

pesky lowa “jinx” when the Hawks 
invade Notre Dame Stadium Satur- 
day afternoon, 

Three times the Irish and. the 
Hawks have trotted onto the grid- 
iron to face each other, and each 
time the gridders from the tall corn 
state have merged victorious. To 
make matters still worse, each tri- 
umph chalked up by Iowa marked 
the first defeat of the season for 
Notre Dame. 

In 1921, the initial meeting on 
the gridiron between the two 
schools, the Irish nad romped over 
Kalamazoo, 56 to 0, and DePaul, 
57 to 10, in early seuson tilts. Locke 
scored for lowa midway in the first 
period culminating a drive from 
midfield and Devine kicked the ex- 
tra point. Near the end of the first 
quarter, Devine booted a field goal 
from the Irish 45 to complete lowa 
scoring. As the first half drew to a 
close, Kiley took a pass from Mo- 
hradt and galloped 30 yards to 
score.

Mentor Elmer Layden’s potent
